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Bi-Monthly Meter Reading 
Cuts Costs . . . Saves Money! 

Reading gas meters every other month helps 
Columbia cut costs and so holds down your gas bills. 

Bi-monthly meter reading saves customers money 
since the labor, transportation and other charges 
associated with reading meters are included in the 
operating costs that go into the rate customers pay 
for gas service. 

In the months when the meter is not read, the 
amount of gas a customer uses and is billed for is 
calculated. The calculation is based on the individual 
customer's history of gas usage, adjusted to reflect 
weather conditions. Actual gas consumption is 
verified when the meter is read every 60 days. 

It's important that a meter reader be able to read 
your meter on the date indicated on your bill as the 
next meter reading date. Your cooperation in seeing 
that our meter reader has access to your gas meter 
on that date is appreciated.
